A. Berg of Berkeley, by his attorney, 


M. C. Chapman, brought suit yester­ 


day in Justice Cliffs 
court 
against 
Town Marshal Richard 
Lloyd and 
Deputies W. F. Esmond and W. S. 
Davis, to recover $54. 
The com­ 
plaint recites that the defendants did, 


by force, enter his house and take 
therefrom four dozen bottles of beer, 
one bottle of whisky and one jug of 
liquor. 
The property he values at $29 
and alleges that he has spent $25 
more in looking for his lost goods, 
wherefore he prays that the court give 
him judgment for $54. 


This suit is the outgrowth of the 
recent liquor raid made upon Berg's 
premises by the town officials, who 
were armed with a search warrant 
issued by Justice James of Berkeley. 


Mr. Chapman was seen yesterday 
and asked why he had brought the 
suit in Justice Cliffs court instead of 
the court at Berkeley. 


"There is no court in Berkeley at 
present; there is a pretended court, but 
it is really nothing. Again, the Justice 
who issued the search warrant evidently 
believed the complaint was true. Even 
was he a legal justice he would be dis­ 
qualified in this case. 
This case is of 
more 
importarice 
than ' the 
simple 
amount of $54 judgment which we ask 
for. 
It is more than likely before the 
case is ended it will be the indirect 
means of showing the illegality of the 
Berkeley charter, court and ordinance. 
The ordinance pertaining to this liquor 
question is i a itself faulty. 
The State 
constitution and Berkeley town charter 
distinctly states that every ordinance 
shall embraqe but one subject which 
shall be clearly indicated in its title. 
But if any subject shall • be embraced 
in an ordinance which shall not be ex­ 
pressed in its title such ordinance shall 
be void only as to so much thereof as 
shall not be expressed in the title 
Five subjects are embraced in the title 
of the Berkeley ordinance. 
The first 
declares it to be unlawful to dispose of 
liquor without a license; the second 
makes it unlawful to store or keep 
liquors; this plainly is faulty, because 
unless property is either combustible 
or explosive, there cannot be any pro­ 
hibitive laws against storing it. The 
third prohibits the sale (but not the 
storage of liquors), without license; thai 
fourth attempts to establish rules t o ' 
govern the liquor business, and the 
fifth treats of the punishment fbr vio­ 
lators of the four previous clauses. 


Since there are five ordinances upon 
separate subjects, which have been 
jumbled into one it makes the com­ 
bined ordinance wholly void. No where 
in the title is there a direct declaration 
of the subject matter of providing for 
the issuance of a license. 
The whole 
tenor of the "title" is negative and pro­ 
hibitory. 


"The ordinance takes up part of the 
prerogatives of the charter and at­ 
tempts" to define the marshal's duties, 
whereas that official's duties are plainly 
made out in the charter. 


"The 
ordinance gives the officers 
power to open into any warehouse, 
cellar or saloon and open and inspect 
the entire stock of the place. 
None of 
these privileges are mentioned in the 
title of the ordinance and are In con­ 
sequence Void. 


"The 
originator of the ordinance 
had no respect for the State law, which 
declares that a judgment of imprison­ 
ment shall not exceed one day for 
every two dollars of the fine. 
Physi­ 
cians are prohibited from prescribing 
whisky .to certain people; no saloon 
man is allowed to have a chair near 
the front of his place of business. A 
druggist can sell liquor on prescription 
but the man who buys it is prohibited 
from drinking it in the place where 
i f 


was purchased.

Marie Smith, living at 819 Seven­ 
teenth street, Oakland, is said to be at 
death's door, and all because she will 
not accept medical treatment. She 
does rfi^believe in it. She is a firm 
believer in divine healing, and, with 
her parents, believes that God will heal 


all bodily ills if called upon devoutly. 
Marie is 18 years of age, and the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Smith. 
Her father is in China, where he has 
resided for many years as a missionary. 
While with her parents in the Orient 
the girl became sick from fever and 
suffered for months. 
At that time the 
family believed in medicine, and the 
family physician advised removal of the 
invalid to this country. Marie was very 
weak when she arrived in Oakland, but 
the doctor who was called had faith in 
his ability to cure. 
She was soon able 
to resume her theological studies, as 
she had determined to become a mis­ 
sionary. 
When recovery seemed al­ 
most certain the girl and her mother 
became convinced that prayer was suffi-' 
cient to cure, and they dispensed with 
medical treatment. 


For a time the girl continued strong 
and went about her duties in church 
and Sunday-school, but finally a re­ 
lapse camej and it was found necessary 
to wheel her about in a chair.

What Will the Verdict be? 


San Francisco, Oct. 31.—The pros­ 
pects are that the case of Theodore 
Durrant will go to the jury tomorrow 
morning, and if the predictions of those 


who have watched the case amount to 
anything they will bring in a verdict 
before night. 
Those 
most familiar 
with the case think that the jury will 
find Durrant guilty, and they base 
their belief upon the good case that 
the prosecution has made out and the 
poor case that has been made out by 
the defense. A study of the jury also 
points to the conclusion of a verdict 
against the defendant. 
At no time 
during the trial has the features of a 
single juryman, shown any sympathy 


for the prisoner. 
The audience today 
wa>the most select that has ever as­ 
sembled in the court room since the 
trial 
was begun. 
The ladies 
were in the majority and were of the 
highest social class. They were not at­ 
tracted there out of morbid curiosity but 
came to hear District Attorney Barnes 
make the speech of his life. 
His ar­ 
raignment of the prisoner was terrible 
and was a fitting finale to the evidence. 
When he resumed his argument this 
morning he apoligized to the Jury for 
the time he consumed, but said that he

est care so that he could present it as 
it had been given.
